POST OFFICE hero Alan Bates has been 
knighted for his 20-year fight for justice in 
the Horizon software scandal. 

The campaigner led a crusade against 
bosses on behalf of hundreds of sub- 
postmasters wrongly accused of mishan- 
dling money at branches. 

The accounting software scandal 
became a national talking point after TV 
drama Mr Bates Vs The Post Office. 

Now King Charles has moved to recog- 
nise the true British hero in his annual 
Birthday Honours. 

Sir Alan, the title character of the four- 
part ITV series played by Toby Jones, said 
he heard the news while watching Ms 
Vennells squirm under questioning at the 
Horizon IT inquiry last month. 

The former sub-postmaster said his 
knighthood was a surprise, but was 
honoured to be recognised for his “hard 
slog over many years". 

Sir Alan had initially refused to accept 
an OBE while former Post Office boss 
Paula Vennells held a CBE, given to her 
in 2019. 

But in January, she bowed to mounting 
public pressure, including a petition signed 
by more than a million people, and 


handed the gong back. 
Sir Alan, of Llandudno, North 
Wales, who founded the Justice for 


Subpostmasters Alliance, said of the origi- 
nal OBE offer: “I felt it would have been 
quite offensive to many of the group if I'd 
accepted it." He said of his knighthood: 


'Knighthood's not about 
me but the group and 
the horrendous things 

that happened to them'

out of the blue. 

The day he found out turned out to bea 
whirlwind – within the space of a few 
hours, as well as being knighted, he had 
also spoken to the Metropolitan Police 
about the Horizon probe, watched some 
of Ms Vennells’ inquiry evidence, and saw 
the General Election called. 

Modest Sir Alan said his knighthood 
was not about him, but a reflection of his 
group and the “horrendous things that 
have happened to them – and the story's 
not over yet". 

He added: “If this adds another string to 
my bow to help me go forward and get 
some finality for people in the financial 
settlement, then so be it." 

The Government announced those who 
had their convictions for theft and false 
accounting quashed would be eligible 
for payouts of £600,000. ia

RISHI Sunak says an international coali- 
tion will crack down on migrant smuggling 
gangs and help end the small boat crisis. 

The Prime Minister told how the leaders 
of the world’s seven richest nations have 
agreed for the first time to take tough action 
to tackle what is now a global emergency. 

He was speaking at the end of a success- 
ful G7 summit in Italy, which also led to a 
massive £40billion boost for Ukraine and 
tough new sanctions for Russia. 

The PM and Italian counterpart Giorgia 
Meloni led the talks on immigration on the 
last day of the two-day summit. Stopping 
the boats has become a central pillar for 
both of them in their pitches to voters. 

More than 145,000 people have reached 
Italy by sea so far this year, a sharp 
increase on the 88,000 at the same time 
last year. In the UK, around 28,000 people 
have crossed the Channel in small boats, 
compared with 11,500 in the first six 
months of 2023. 

Speaking at a press conference last night

RISHI Sunak has vowed to stick around in 
British politics for at least another five 
years regardless of the outcome of the 
General Election. 

The Prime Minister said he would serve a 
full term if he was victorious on July 4, 
keeping him at No10 until 2029. 

And he promised voters that even if the 
Tories were defeated at the polls he would 
serve at least another five years as MP for 
Richmond and Northallerton. 

He made his pledge to the Daily Express 
as he took a step back from the campaign 
trail while attending the G7 summit in Italy. 

It is the first time he has confirmed he 
will stay on for five more years. 

Last month Mr Sunak, who was first 
elected in 2015, said his North Yorkshire 
constituency was “wonderful” and he 
would remain in Parliament whatever the 
outcome when the country goes to the 
polls in less than three weeks. 

There has been speculation that Mr 
Sunak, who previously worked at a hedge 
fund in California, could be eyeing a job in 
Silicon Valley as the Tories struggle to 
make up ground against Labour. 

Asked if he was planning any changes to 
his campaign style, Mr Sunak said: “No, 
we’re out and about, and it’s really clear 
what the choice is at the election.”

LONG queues snaked outside an 
airport yesterday with scenes 
described as “carnage” raising fears of 
a summer of travel chaos. 

Holidaymakers told to turn up three 
hours before flights after problems last 
week stood in long queues outside 
Birmingham Airport from 4am. 

One passenger described “people 
collapsing all around the place”. 

And tedious waiting times spread to 
other airports around the country. 

At Bristol Airport long lines started 
to form following delays at check-in 
and border control after new scanners 
became operational for the first time. 

The queue for security was “all the 
way outside the terminal and down 
the street” by 5.55am, it was said. 


Backlash 


Some passengers reportedly missed 
their flights after being forced to wait 
in the long lines. 

There are fears the “utter chaos” at 
Birmingham could go on for months 
as insiders claim the airport is under- 
staffed. Problems began after the 
Government temporarily  reintro- 
duced rules preventing people from 
travelling with liquids in containers 
over 100ml in hand luggage. 

EasyJet passengers had been 
advised to turn up for flights from 
Birmingham three hours early. 

Airport bosses have criticised the 
Government for the liquid rules 
U-turn after some airports — including 
Birmingham - had installed 3D scan- 
ners. It should have meant they 
changed on June 1 so passengers 
could carry liquids up to two litres in 
hand luggage. Karen Dee, head of the 
Airport Operators' Association, said

the “surprise” change was “sprung on 
us with very little time to react”.

SINGING legend Tony Christie 
and his wife Sue say caring for 
each other as their health fails 
has increased their loving devo- 
tion after 56 years of marriage. 

Tony, 81, says Sue, 75, is his 
"rock" who has made his 
dementia diagnosis less scary. 

While Sue, who suffers from 
fibromyalgia, says Tony has been 
her carer for years “in many 
ways” and she is now returning 
the favour. 

Speaking to mark Carers Week 
– the annual campaign to high- 
light the challenges unpaid carers 
face – Tony said: “Sue is my 
rock. I can't imagine a world 
without her. 

*We've had so many good times 
over the past six decades and I 
wouldn't change a minute of it. 

“Facing a future with dementia is 
hard, but knowing I have Sue by my 
side makes it less scary.

Tony tells the crowds not to believe 
news stories about his health, before 
quipping: “Anyway, it's good to be 
back in Cleethorpes.” Sue said: “It’s 


great if you've got a sense of humour 
if you have a condition like this. 

*He's always finding a funny side of 
everything, which drives us mad 
sometimes. He makes me laugh every 
single day. That's his way of saying 
sorry if he's ever made me upset. 

“I don't feel as though I’m a carer. 
There may be a time when I have to 
take on that role, but not yet.

She also expresses gratitude for the 
messages of support and encouragement 
from the public, which have provided 
enormous comfort to her and to the 
Prince of Wales. 

While the Princess of Wales may make 
further public appearances, it is clear that 
she will not be returning to her usual busy 
schedule in the near future, however much 
she would like to. 

She is being patient and ensuring that she 
has as long as required to heal. This is what 
we all want for her. 

Many others who have undergone 
chemotherapy, and those who have cared 
for loved ones going through this treatment, 
will understand from firsthand experience 
how the Princess of Wales is feeling. 

The powerful message to them is that 
they are not alone. 


Arise, Sir Superhero 


OMETIMES the good guys win, and 
that includes Post Office campaigner 
Sir Alan Bates. 

He led the battle to reveal injustice 
inflicted on sub-postmasters wrongly 
accused of having their fingers in the till. 

The Post Office should be one of our most 
respected institutions but the details that 
have emerged about the behaviour of the 
organisation’s bosses are shocking. 

It was right that former chief executive 
Paula Vennells was forced by public 
pressure to hand back her CBE. 

It’s also right that Sir Alan has been 
honoured for the valiant campaign which 
he led and which, as he says, many people 
work hard to support. 

The knighthood recognises that their 
crusade for justice wasn’t just important 
to subpostmasters but to everyone who 
wants to live in a society where the 
innocent are not punished for crimes they 
didn’t commit. 


ISTORIANS have two 
main schools of 
thought about why 
things turned out the 
way they did in any 
given era. One stresses 
social and economic 


how 
trends, including technological 


developments, made certain 
outcomes inevitable. The other 
focuses on the intervention of 
key charismatic individuals. 

This latter approach is known 
as the "great man" theory of 
history and has fallen out of 
fashion in the modern era. 

When the story of the 2024 
British General Election is writ- 
ten up, the theory of trends will 
no doubt guide many authors: 
the huge migratory flows of the 
modern era setting off public 
anxiety about cherished cul- 
tural values being under threat, 
the failure of the current ver 
sion of capitalism to improve 
living standards for nigh-on two 
decades, the interconnected- 
ness of the modern world 
spreading a catastrophic pan- 
demic at lightning-quick pace. 

АП these have counted 
against incumbents in recent 
elections across the free world. 
And they are counting against 
the Conservative party in 
Britain right now. 

But great man theory will also 
have something to say about the 
way we cast our votes on July 4. 
Because all the evidence sug- 
gests that the unexpected inter- 
vention of one individual has 
been a game-changer. 

That person is, of course, 
Nigel Farage. Since he per- 
formed a U-turn and leapt back 
into the electoral fray, taking 
over the leadership of the 
Reform party, the course of the 
contest has been altered. 


VERYTHING seemed 
primed for the Tories to 
be able to mount a grad- 
ual squeeze on a soft Reform 
vote share, taking them closer 
to Labour in the polls and per- 
haps even denying it an outright 
majority. But Farage has galva- 
nised support for Reform to the

extent that one poll on 
Thursday put it ahead of the 
Conservatives, while most have 
shown it catching up fast and its 
supporters deepening their 
resolve to stick with it. 

This is not just a result of the 
fame and profile Farage has 
brought to his party but also of 
his campaigning skills honed 
over many previous elections. 
Rishi Sunak and Keir Starmer 
are rookies compared with him, 
and it is showing. 

One example of how Farage 
is playing the game of politics at 
a higher level concerns the 
totemic issue of immigration. 
He always knew a very large 
section of the British public 
shared his opposition to mass 
immigration. But in this cam- 
paign he has been able to draw 
more voters around to his point 
of view by advancing his argu- 
ment in two phases. 

First off, he points out that a 
“population explosion” has left 
the country unable to provide 


sufficient housing, GP appoint- 
ments and other key services. 
Then he unveils incontroverti- 
ble evidence that the vast bulk 
of this has been due to uncon- 
trolled mass immigration. 

In this manner he’s been able 
to win over extra voters who 
might previously just have 
thought, “There’s Farage bang- 
ing on about immigration again.” 

After being physically 
attacked twice on the campaign 
trail, Farage produced a stirring 
video defending freedom of 
expression and saying he would 
never surrender to the mob. 
Again, this was designed to 
broaden his appeal by articulat- 
ing values — support for free 
speech and hostility to bully 
boys - that are shared by the 
great majority of the public. 

When it came to the D-Day 
commemorations, he travelled 
to Normandy under his own 
steam, as he has done many 
times before, and stayed, 
mingling with veterans, for the

best part of three days. Compare 
that with Sunak taking an early 
out then telling a TV journalist 
“it all just ran over”. 

Some pundits have sought to 
mock Farage for dressing like a 
squire on a grouse moor while 
he tours working-class constitu- 
encies. But all this is by design 
too: intended to make his brand 
more memorable by distin- 
guishing him visually from 
boring establishment "suits" 
like Sunak and Starmer. 


T THE end of one TV 

debate, Farage point- 

edly said he would not 
need an autocue to make his 
closing remarks, as all the others 
had done, because he knew 
what he believed in. A lifetime 
of perfecting “one take” 
responses to interviewers, as 
well as a three-year stint on his 
own show at GB News, has 
propelled him into a category of 
super-communicators. 

With two and a half weeks of 
campaigning left before polling 
day, who knows how far this 
extraordinary combination of 
attributes can take him? His 
early boast that Reform would 
gain more votes than the Tories 
was labelled a pipe dream. Few 
would bet with any great confi- 
dence against it happening now.

The Russian leader said he 
would be ready for negotia- 
tions “tomorrow” if Ukrainian 
troops left the Zaporizhzhia, 
Kherson, Donetsk and 
Luhansk regions and the coun- 
try gave up its plans to join the 
security alliance. 

Unsurprisingly, Kyiv, Nato and the 
Pentagon dismissed Putin's *peace" 
plan yesterday.

Putin also claimed his army’s

His remarks were a rare occasion 
in which he clearly laid out his 
conditions for ending the war in 
Ukraine but he did not include any 
new demands. 

Mr Zelensky has repeatedly vowed 
to liberate all occupied regions and

says invading forces must leave his 
country as a condition for any 
peace deal. 

Russia does not fully control any 
of the four regions it illegally 
annexed in 2022 but Putin said Kyiv 
should withdraw from them entirely 
and essentially cede them to Moscow 
within their administrative borders. 

In Zaporizhzhia in the south east, 
Russia does not control the region’s 
namesake administrative capital of 
700,000 people.

And in neighbouring Kherson, 
Moscow withdrew from the biggest 
city and capital of the same name in 
November 2022. 

Meanwhile, dozens of Russian 
soldiers have surrendered to Ukraine 
troops after a failed raid on a chemi- 
cal factory in the eastern town of 
Vovchansk, Kharkiv. 

Ukraine’s 3rd Assault Brigade 
released a video from the frontlines 
showing its troops taking at least 24

ANXIOUS Carina Rose fears the 
Creon crisis could force CF 
sufferers like her teenage daughter 
to reduce their calories – to stretch 
out their tablets. 

Lola Rose, 15, is taking wonder 
drug Kaftrio, which alleviates the 
worst symptoms of the genetic 
disease but it must be taken with 
fatty meals. 

And to properly digest and absorb 
fats and nutrients, Lola needs Creon 
— yet her family have found it harder 
to track the dwindling supplies down. 

But Lola, from Frinton-on-Sea, 
Essex, is trying to concentrate on her 
exams. Mother-of-three Carina, 42, 
said family members like her 


husband Daniel, 47, are doing 
two-hour round trips to pharmacies 
in and around Essex to source a few 
pots of Creon each week. 

In the last six weeks they have only 
managed to be prescribed three pots 
— equivalent to 300 tablets – yet she 
needs 30 tablets a day to absorb the 
nutrients in all her meals and snacks. 

Carina said: “Lola never 
complains, she's a battler and 
inspires me. But to be worrying 
about this when she has her 
GCSEs is awful." 

Gran Patricia Rose added: "Lola 
can't relax or go to bed without 
thinking if she has a pot of Creon 
for the next day."

TERRIFIED cystic fibrosis patients 
have told of their fears as supplies 
of their life-saving medication are 
dwindling or gone. 

And some CF sufferers are being 
advised to drop their daily dose of 
vital pancreatic enzyme replace- 
ment called Creon, with produc- 
tion problems possibly lasting until 
2026. 

As well as harming lungs, CF 
causes sticky mucus to clog up the 
pancreas, stopping it releasing 
enzymes the body needs to digest 
fats, proteins and starches. So to 
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alleviate this, many of the UK's 
11,600 sufferers take Creon. 

Yet due to a recent “constrained 
supply" crisis by Creon makers 
Viatris — they blame on German 
manufacturer Abbott — UK phar 
macies, hospitals and clinicians are 
finding Creon hard to get. 

Many pharmacies are restricting 
prescriptions to just two-weeks' 
worth of tablets – meaning suffer- 
ers are constantly thinking about 
how to get the next batch.

AYLOR Swift’s first ambition was to 
be a stockbroker. In that sense, she 
was simply a chip off the old block. 
Her father Scott and mum Andrea 
both have financial backgrounds, 
and Taylor grew up hearing her dad 
talk about his job in Merrill Lynch's wealth 
management division. Other third-graders 
at Wyndcroft School in Pottstown, 
Pennsylvania, wanted to be ballerinas or 
baseball players but Taylor was more fasci- 
nated by investments and bonds. 

She could hardly help it — Scott was so 
immersed in his career that when he left the 
house, instead of saying “Bye-bye” it would 
be *Buy bonds". It rubbed off on his daugh- 
ter who once said: *I just thought, I can 
broke stocks." 

If she hadn't decided her talents lay else- 
where, she might be managing a hedge fund 
today. Lucky us: the stock market's loss is 
pop music's gain. But music has been 
just as lucrative. It's no exaggeration 
to say she's one of pop's great artists 
— and one of its richest. 

Last October, Forbes magazine 
officially declared her a billionaire, 
estimating her wealth at $1.1billion. 
Taylors not the first musician to 
bank a billion – Paul McCartney, 
Rihanna and Jay-Z got there before 
her – but she's the first to earn it 
from music alone, as opposed to side 
interests such as Rihanna's Fenty 
Beauty company. 

Her ongoing Eras tour, launched in 
Glendale, California, in March 2023 
and currently wowing the UK, should 
add another billion to her fortune by 
the time it finishes in Vancouver on 
December 8, five days before her 
35th birthday. 

That will make it the highest gross- 
ing concert tour in history — and she’s 
earning every penny. Onstage for three 
hours a night, she sings 46 songs, draw- 
ing from every one of her 11 albums 
(or “eras”) except, for reasons unex- 
plained, her self-titled 2006 debut. 

If you haven’t been able to get tickets 
there’s a handy concert film to show 
you what you’ve been missing. Taylor 
Swift: The Eras Tour, was released last 
October, and has taken $267million 
(£210m) - the highest gross of any con- 
cert film in history. (If you really can’t 
get enough, a different cut of the film, 
titled The Eras Tour: Taylor’s Version, is 
streaming on Disney +). 

Artistically, her achievements are almost 
as boggling. 


ER albums, from the debut to this 
years The Tortured Poets 
Department, contain  solid-gold 
classics such as Shake it Off, Blank Space, 
Cruel Summer and Anti-Hero – tracks that 
are both massively successful (12 have 
reached No1 in the US singles chart) and 
critically revered. Swift's trademark since 
the start has been instantly memorable 
melodies and an evocative way with lyrics, 
which are often, but not always, inspired by 
her love life. 
Take these lines from AII Too Well, a 2012 
track that's widely considered her best song: 
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As her record-breaking, 
economy-boosting Eras tour 
moves the earth, quite literally, 
for British fans, Taylor Swift's 
biographer tells the 
extraordinary story of her 

rise from wannabe stock 
broker to the biggest 


thing in music... 


And you call me up again, 
Just to break me like a promise, 
So casually cruel in the name of 
being honest, 
I'm а crumpled up piece of paper 

lying here. 

Said to be about actor Jake Gyllenhaal 
(though Swift never reveals the subjects of 
her songs), it reduces many fans to tears 
when she plays it live. 

That open flow of emotion between the 
star and her Swifties — as her super-fans, 
many of whom have followed her since her 
first single, 2006's Tim McGraw, are known 
— is another reason for her popularity: she's 
the wise but still fallible older sister you've 
always wanted. 

She was born in Меч Reading, 
Pennsylvania, and until she was eight lived 
on a Christmas tree farm nearby — one of 
her duties was clearing praying mantis pods 
off the branches. 


The Swifts then moved to affluent 
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Wyomissing, where Taylor – who has a 
younger brother, Austin — developed an 
interest in music and performing. 

She took classes at the Berks Youth 
Theatre Academy and by the age of 11 
had won a karaoke contest that offered 
the chance to appear onstage at the 
Bloomsburg Fair. 

Another competition landed her a slot 
singing in front of 24,000 tennis fans at the 
US Open in New York and she was also 
chosen to perform at a Philadelphia 76ers- 
Detroit Pistons basketball game. While 
researching my new book, Taylor: Era by 
Era - The Unauthorised Biography, I 
discovered that rap star Jay-Z, who was sit- 
ting courtside at the game, thought she was 
so good he high-fived her. 

Around this time, she came across 
country music and was so taken with it that 
— after much pleading — persuaded her 
parents to move to Nashville so she could 
be in the thick of the country industry. She 
was 14 and determined to get a record deal. 

Her songwriting so impressed Sony/ATV 
Publishing that she became their youngest 
staff writer. Two years later she signed a 
recording contract with Big Machine 
Records, who went on to release her first 
six albums. 

Success was virtually immediate. A 
wholesome, curly-haired blonde with a 
partiality to sundresses, she was the 


Nashville ideal, and singles like Teardrops 
on My Guitar and Love Story zipped up the 
US chart. Starting with her second LP, 
Fearless, every album reached Мо1. 

It took the UK slightly longer to catch on 
but she’s now as successful here as she is 
at home – and everywhere else. 

Whether writing alone or with partners 
like Liz Rose or Jack Antonoff, Taylor's 
songwriting grew increasingly sophisticated 
and when she abandoned country music 
for full-on pop on 2014's 1989 album, 
she entered the imperial phase of her career 
— when everything she touched turned 
to platinum. 

She's the only person to win the Grammy 
award for Album of the Year four times (for 
Fearless, 1989, Folklore and Midnights). 

There was a bad patch around 2016, when 
she rowed with Kim Kardashian and Kim's 
then-husband Kanye West about whether 
she'd given West permission to call her a 
“bitch” in one of his songs. They implied she 
had, she said she hadn’t. She hadn’t. 

During that period, she kept her head 
down, spending most of her time in 
Primrose Hill, north London, with her actor 
boyfriend Joe Alwyn. He inspired many 
songs, from London Boy (“I saw the 
dimples first and then I heard the accent”) 
to the bitter So Long, London, written after 
they split in 2023 (“I’m p***ed off you let 
me give you all that youth for free"). She's 


always had a weakness for artistic men — 
boyfriends have included DJ Calvin Harris, 
rockers John Mayer and Matty Healy and 
pop idol Harry Styles. 

Her current partner breaks the mould: 
Kansas City Chiefs football star Travis Kelce 
is beefy and blunt, and the pair can't seem 
to get enough of each other – with Taylor 
attending every Chiefs game she can and 
Kelce joining her at gigs. 

Their relationship has boosted the Chiefs' 
“equivalent brand value” by $331.5million 
(£261m) and the Swift effect has also 
generated the highest-ever viewership of 
NFL games among women. 

She has an almost superhuman ability to 
work extremely hard. 

Take her “Taylor’s Version” re-recording 
project. Her first record label Big Machine 
was bought in 2019 by high-powered music 
manager Scooter Braun. 

Taylor (who left the label when her 
contract expired in 2018) is no fan of his 
and was dismayed that he now owned her 
music. Her response was to remake her first 
six albums under the title Taylor’s Version 
and release them on her new label, Republic. 

The first four have topped charts world- 
wide and the remaining two, as yet 
unreleased — Reputation and the debut – 
will do the same when they appear. 

Talk about getting her own back. 

The remarkable thing is that much of the 
re-recording has taken place while she's 
been on the road with Eras. It's as if staging 
an extravagant three-hour show every night 
doesn't give her enough to do. 

Meanwhile, she also worked on The 
Tortured Poets Department (the title was 
linked by Swifties to The Tortured Man 


| Club, a short-lived WhatsApp group formed 


by Alwyn) while on tour. 
Being Superwoman has reaped enor- 
mous rewards. 


S OF this writing, Tortured Poets is 
spending its sixth week at No1 in 
the UK and its seventh in the US. 
On April 19, the day of its release, it chalked 
up 314.5 million Spotify streams — the 
streaming platform’s highest single-day 
figure ever. 

Meanwhile, all 152 Eras shows are sold 
out, with demand so high that Ticketmaster 
crashed when the American dates went on 
sale. As the tour moves from city to city — it 
arrived in Britain last week with three 
shows at Edinburgh’s Murrayfield Stadium — 
it boosts local economies thanks to the 
demand for hotel rooms and restaurants. 
A $4billion uplift to the American economy 
has been generated; expect something pro- 
portionally similar in the UK. 

And, according to seismic readings 
recorded by the British Geological Survey 
over the three nights Swift sang for 
220,000 fans at Murrayfield, they made the 
earth move. Seismologists picked up the 
tremors from all those stomping feet 
3.5 miles away. 

All this, and she’s not even 35. Welcome 
to Taylor's universe: call it the Taylorverse.

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18 years in jail 
for rapist who 
spiked drink 


A PREDATOR who spiked a woman's drink 
before dragging her to a hotel room where 
he raped her has been jailed for 18 years. 

Footage showed Siyabonga Dunga kid- 
napping the nearunconscious victim and 
hauling her through the streets of Leeds. 

The “dangerous and calcu- 
lating sexual predator" tricked 
the woman's friends after 
drugging his victim in the 
Back Room Bar on January 21 
last year. 

Dunga, 39, had given her 
the drink and “stuck to her 
like a limpet" as she became 
disorientated and confused. 

Footage from the bar 
showed her steady on her feet 
and chatting to friends. But 
seconds later she was unable 
to speak or stand. 

At the pretence of coming 
to her aid, Dunga took his 
victim outside to get some air 
and sent her friend back into the club to 
retrieve the victim's phone, telling her he 
had seen somebody else pick up the device. 
But he pocketed it. 

While the friend was inside, Dunga 
kidnapped the woman, who could not walk

unaided, dragging her through the streets to 
a nearby hotel he had pre-booked despite 
living just a mile away. Hotel CCTV 
showed she collapsed and was unresponsive 
before Dunga struggled to 
wedge a door open to drag her 
inside. The footage showed the 
woman's phone illuminating 
as her friends desperately 
tried to find her whereabouts. 

She woke to find Dunga 
laughing at her, but couldn’t 
remember what happened. He 
was traced through his DNA. 

Dunga was convicted of 
administering a substance 
with intent, kidnap, intent to 
commit a sexual offence and 
rape. Sentencing him at Leeds 
Crown Court Judge Robin 
Mairs said: “It’s difficult to 
think of a more callous, 
calculated disregard of the basic humanity 
of a woman in what you did that night. 

“It was pre-planned, organised rape. What 
you did will haunt her for the rest of her 
life.” Dunga will be deported at the end of 
his sentence.

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Bennett family war over estate

TONY Bennett's two 
daughters are suing 

their brother, alleging he 
mishandled and failed to 
disclose some of their late 
father's assets. 

The lawsuit is filed by 
Antonia and Johanna 
Bennett, partly against 
D'Andrea “Danny” Bennett, 
trustee of the estate. 

They accuse him of 
not accounting for all 
proceeds from the sale of 
the singer's catalogue and 
image rights. 

The court document 
claims “it remains unclear 
what music assets were or 
were not sold as part of the 
deal" as the sisters "have 
not been provided with 
various details of the 
transaction despite 
repeated requests". 

Danny Bennett, who was 
the singer's manager — 
until his death last year — 
and runs the family trust, 
was contacted for 
comment. Another brother 
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Arts LLC. The sisters want 
"equitable relief" and a full 
accounting of the trust, 
saying: "Information 
provided raises more 
questions than answers." 

The women allege their 
dad earned over £79million 
from live shows in the last 
15 years of his career but 
that his gross estate is 
purportedly valued at less 
than £5.5million. 


Daegal *Dae" Bennett and 
the singer's widow Susan 
Benedetto are also named 
in the lawsuit, filed in New 
York earlier this week.

ISLAMIST preacher Anjem Choudary consid- 
ered being viewed as Britain's number one rad- 
icaliser a “badge of honour", a jury heard. 
Choudary is alleged to have taken a “care- 
taker role" in directing banned terrorist group 
Al-Muhajiroun (ALM) – as its leader was jailed. 
He is also accused of being a member of the 
proscribed organisation for “many years" and 
of encouraging support via online meetings. 
The prosecution claims that Choudary, 57, 
directed it for a significant period from 2014 
and urged support for it by addressing online 
meetings of the Islamic Thinkers Society. 
It is alleged that the New York-based ITS and 
ALM group were “one and the same". 
Woolwich Crown Court was told yesterday 
Choudary boasted of his reputation with UK 
authorities, telling a lecture class: “When I went 
to prison here in this country in 2016 they 
opened up a separation centre for me and my 
dear brothers because they had become so wor- 
ried about our Dawah [spreading Islam's word]. 
“We never carried swords, we never carried 
guns or knives. They said to me... “You are the 
number one radicaliser in Britain’. 
“They expected me to be unhappy with that; 
Im like...that is a badge of honour for me." 
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Tom Little KC, prosecuting, added: *What does 
that tell you about his mindset?" 

Also on trial is Khaled Hussein, 29, from 
Canada, who prosecutors say was a “follower 
and dedicated supporter" of Choudary. 

He denies being a member of ALM while 
Choudary denies directing a terrorist organisa- 
tion, being a member of a proscribed organisa- 
tion and addressing meetings to encourage sup- 
port for a proscribed organisation. 

It is claimed Choudary was recorded speak- 
ing with Omar Bakri Mohammed, founder and 
spiritual leader of ALM – he was in jail in 
Lebanon from 2014 to 2023, and Choudary 
stepped in and “filled the void", Mr Little said. 


Jurors were told Choudary was convicted of 
supporting Isis in 2016. He was released from 
jail in October 2018 on licence until July 2021. 

Mr Little said the conviction made Choudary 
“more cautious” about who he spoke to, but his 
“desire” to further ALM’s aims caused him to 
“let down his guard”. ITS was infiltrated by 
undercover law enforcement officers in the US, 
who joined his online lectures and classes. 

Mr Little said Choudary was “clearly cog- 
nisant of the risks” he took when discussing 
more radical topics, including cautioning listen- 
ers at times that he was not seeking to encour- 
age them in a particular direction. 

But he added that “leopards don’t change 
their spots and Anjem Choudary has not 
changed his mindset”. 


Missile 


It was alleged that in a June 2022 session 
Choudary sought to teach a strict interpretation 
of Islam, speaking of how to “terrorise the 
enemy”, and conjured up the image of prepar- 
ing a Scud ballistic missile. 

The court also heard that the next month 
Choudary messaged the ITS that the link for 
talks he planned was intended “only for you 
and brothers that you trust”, leaving Mr Little 
to ask the jury yesterday: “What had he got to 
hide if this was no more than just legitimate 
religious education?” 

The trial continues.

Journalist 
is Jailed in 
MeToo row

A CHINESE court has 
sentenced the prominent 
#MeToo journalist 
Sophia Huang Xueqin 

to five years in jail for 
“subversion against 

the state". 

Ms Huang, 36, was 
convicted and sentenced 
yesterday, nearly 10 
months after her trial. 

She had reported 
stories about sexual 
abuse victims and 
spoken out about 
misogyny and sexism 
in Chinese newsrooms. 

Her friend, the labour 
rights activist Wang 
Jianbing, who stood trial 
with Ms Huang, was 
sentenced to three years 
and six months in prison. 

The pair were held 
secretly for a month 
before their families 
were informed, and then 
put under house arrest 
for six months before 
being charged with 
“subversion”. 

Friends allege they 
have been held in 
solitary confinement and 
abused in prison. 

Amnesty International 
called the convictions in 
Guangzhou, “malicious 
and totally groundless”.

LAN Edwards froze as the bala- 

clava-clad Dutch Hells Angel 

tapped the steel revolver against 

his head. “Look at this, ja,’ the 

biker commanded. “It is .22 calibre. 

Powerful for such a little gun.” 
Edwards tried to remain calm. “Oh, ja, ja,” 
he casually replied, while trying to conceal 
his trembling. 

It was November 1977 and the fledgling 
music PR had bought a journalist to see The 
Stranglers perform in Amsterdam. The 
British punks appealed to the local Hells 
Angels, so they invited the band to a party at 
their club after the gig. 

But Edwards felt uneasy from the start. 

One man was using the windows as target 
practice with a machine gun. Another rode 
his Harley-Davidson through the bar. The 
Angel with the gun to Edwards’ head mut- 
tered something like “Russian roulette”, 
then pulled the trigger. It clicked. 

“Bet it wasn’t loaded,” a shaken Edwards, 
then only 21, told himself, as the biker disap- 
peared. A few minutes later, a photographer 
he was working with walked in. 

“Hey,” the man said. “There’s a bloke in 
the back in a balaclava shooting bottles off 
the wall with a revolver.” 

This brush with death is one of many 
memorable and occasionally wild rock‘n’roll 
experiences Edwards describes in his 
extraordinary new memoir, I Was There. In 
nearly 50 years as a music-industry PR guru 
he has publicised the records, tours and 
goings-on of clients ranging from the Rolling 
Stones and Prince to the Spice Girls and 
Robbie Williams. He even brokered the 
seven-figure media deal for David and 
Victoria Beckham’s wedding. 

Edwards grew up in the distinctly un- 
rock’n’roll town of Worthing, on the West 
Sussex coast. “I was football-mad and used 
to love reading the coverage in newspapers 
on the way to games,” the 68-year-old says, 
sitting in his home in upmarket Belsize Park, 
north London. “I also really got into music — 
Radio Luxembourg and that sort of thing. I 
loved newspapers and I'd walk down the 
street telling people about bands. The PR 
grounding was in place early.” 

Edwards moved to London and began 
working for Record Mirror and Sounds 
reviewing gigs, before being recruited in 
1975 by legendary PR Keith Altham, the 
man who suggested Jimi Hendrix set fire to 
his guitar at the Monterey Pop Festival. 

Edwards soon found himself promoting 
The Who and rubbing shoulders with rock 
stars such as Keith Moon and Eric Burdon of 
The Animals. 


IS career blossomed and he 

started taking on his own 

solo accounts, eventually 
launching his own business, named 
The Outside Organisation since the 
nineties. Early clients included The 
Stranglers and Blondie. Edwards 
bagged the latter simply by knock- 
ing on their dressing room after a 
gig in Camden Town in 1978. 

*Oh, hello" he blurted out, 
when guitarist Chris Stein 
opened the door. *I wondered if 
you need a PR?" The “almost 
ridiculously beautiful" Debbie 
Harry, as Edwards describes her 
in his memoir, came to the door, 
wearing a towel. 

“She looked me up and down 
and said ‘Yeah, he'll do’.” 

He soon became part of their 
gang, going to places like Studio 54 
nightclub in New York.

We were holding all 
these glasses full of urine when the plane hit 
turbulence and, of course, everything went 
everywhere. Quite a mess.” 

A rather more surprising musical rabble- 
rouser was Ronan Keating. 

“I played a round of golf with him,” recalls 
Edwards. “Ronan was lovely in the club- 
house, signing autographs. But his shot off 
the first tee went into the undergrowth. 

“He starts smashing his club. Then he 


begins swearing, saying something like, 
*What am I f***ing doing?'. He's the house- 
wife's choice but he had another side to him 
on the golf course." 

Despite such tales, Edwards insists that a 
music PR's life is far from all booze-fuelled 
adventures. Most of his time has been spent 
with journalists, liaising with them about 
new acts, gigs and records. But he was able to 
spend time with some of the most extraordi- 
nary cultural figures in recent years. 

“T loved David Bowie as a kid, but never 
thought Га get to meet him, let alone work 
with him for nearly four decades,” he says. 

He publicised everything from the 1983 
Serious Moonlight tour to Bowie’s highly 
acclaimed comeback album, The Next Day, 
in 2013. “He had a wonderfully inquisitive 
mind and you never knew where it was going 
to take you,” he says. 

“One day he asked me to guide this young 
art student from Leeds around London. He 
bought lots of medical equipment – very 
weird.” The student's name was Damien 
Hirst. “Another time, David asked me to 
stand in for him at the board meeting of an 
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upmarket art magazine, full of art critics. I 
quickly had to mug up on all these modern 
painters. Another day, he'd announce to me 
that he was going to design wallpaper." 

Edwards smiles: “The curveballs came 
thick and fast with David, but they were 
always really interesting." The same is true of 
his own stories of the rich and famous. 


DWARDS worked with Prince on 

projects such as his 21-night resi- 

dency at London's O2 in 2007. He 
describes him as *a proper genius". 

*He was one of the shyest people you 
could imagine. He'd go weeks and weeks 
without talking to anyone,” he recalls. “He 
figured out he wasn’t good at interviews and 
avoided them. But he knew he needed to be 
visible. We'd get a pack of pictures about 
once a month from Paisley Park. 

“It would be Prince in a purple suit. Prince 
with a purple Rolls-Royce. Prince in front of 
a purple house. He told us to create a story 
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DAVID Bowie was perhaps Alan 
Edwards' greatest client. Having 
seen him live on the Ziggy 
Stardust tour as a 16-year-old 
fan, Edwards began working with 
Bowie in 1982, their relationship 
only ending with the singer's 
death aged 69 from cancer in 
January 2016. 

He reveals how Bowie played 
Glastonbury “by mistake” 
following a rumour planted by the 
publicist. The pop icon, who was 
experiencing a lull in his career, 
“didn’t want” to perform at the 
festival in 2000. In a bid to return 
the singer to the peak of his 
powers, Edwards leaked that he 
“might do Glastonbury”. When a 
Sunday newspaper splashed 
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disguise, was in Manchester 
doing the Mark and Lard show. 

“He was really in a relaxed 
mood, he was just kind of bored 
and he said, ‘Do you mind if | do 
the traffic reports for the rest of 
the show’,” Edwards recalled. “It 
was things like ‘there’s a pile-up 
on the M6, delays on the M25’ – 
but nobody clocked it was David 
doing all of that.” 

Their final meeting was in New 
York a few months before the 
release of Bowie’s final album. 

Black Star came out on 
January 8, 2016. Bowie died from 
cancer two days later.

that Bowie was 

confirmed the next day. 

After a nervous 
three-day wait, 
Edwards heard back 
from the star who 
called to say they were 
“naughty boys”, but 
thanked his team for 
delivering the slot. 

Another time, the 
star read out all the 
traffic reports for 
an entire BBC 
Radio 1 show 
without anyone 
realising. Bowie 
described a “pile-up on 
the M6 and delays on the 
M25” live on air, Edwards 
told a podcast. 

The “modest” pop icon, 
who would make coffees 
for everyone and walked 
to work carrying a Greek 
newspaper as a

with it — do what we wanted. So we'd go to 
the papers and say Prince has bought a pur- 
ple Rolls-Royce. The crazier the story, the 
better, as far as Prince was concerned.” 

Edwards also worked on Michael Jackson’s 
This Is It tour in 2009. He helped it get on to 
six newspaper front pages and ticket sales 
went through the roof – selling out 50 nights 
in London. But before the shows were due to 
start, Jackson suffered a cardiac arrest fol- 
lowing an inadvertent overdose of prescrip- 
tion medication. 

*For those months, Michael was truly once 
again the King of Pop," Edwards writes in his 
new memoir. Another performer he worked 
with was Amy Winehouse. The Back to Black 
singer died aged 27 in 2011 after long battles 
with booze, drugs and eating disorders. 

“She was very witty, cheeky and friendly. 
But very fragile. Physically, almost waiflike,” 
Edwards says. 

Paparazzi photographers followed almost 
her every move in the noughties. 

They knocked on her door to provoke her, 
to try to get a picture of her looking startled 
and imply it was because of drink or drugs, 


when actually she'd been doing the washing 
up. But Amy, who had her demons, had a 
love/hate relationship with the media. 

*[ wouldn't say she was too easy to deal 
with, but she kind of liked it," says Edwards. 
“She’d grown up with tabloid media and 
understood it." 

He believes that the rock lifestyle has 
calmed down a lot, recently. Megastars like 
Taylor Swift and Harry Styles are undoubt- 
edly far more aware of their public profiles. 

"There's not as much money around and 
there's definitely far less debauchery, if any. 
You find rock stars backstage with a bottle of 
Perrier water. The most outrageous thing 
they've done is eat an olive," says Edwards. 

“They are probably conscious about some- 
thing being picked up on social media or 
damaging their health. But being backstage 
at a gig can be like a church.” 

He believes coverage is “more managed 
now” and hellraising less common. 

“It’s all about promoting products,” he 
says. “It’s a shame, as the public likes to hear 
about the ups and downs and crazy stuff in 
stars’ lives. It helps them connect with them. 

“The people who are real characters, like 
Lennon or Hendrix, are the ones who go 
down in history.” 

Celebrity PR doesn’t always have the best 
reputation, so does Edwards feel his is a life 
well-lived? 

*You're on the phone 24 hours a day, and 
you never know where уоште going to be 
travelling," he admits. “I’ve still got changes 
of clothes in the office in case I’ve got to rush 
off. But if you have the right personality, PR 
is the greatest job in the 
world."

The 
origins of the club sandwich – 
traditionally triple layered, 
toasted, with chicken, lettuce, 
tomato and mayonnaise, cut into 
quarters, and held together with 
cocktail sticks – come from a 19th 
century club. 
The Saratoga Club, a 
gambling club in New 
York, claimed it 
introduced the 
sandwich in 
1894, while the 
Union Club, on 
Fifth Avenue in 
New York, 
started selling 
a “clubhouse 
sandwich" 
— two toasted 
slices of Graham 
bread with turkey or 
chicken 


and ham in-between - five 
years earlier. 

Around this time, a cookbook 
called Sandwiches included a 
recipe for a clubhouse sandwich, 
served with toasted bread, cut into 
triangles, with broiled ham or 
bacon, roasted chicken, 
mayonnaise, lettuce and pickles.

Monaco is the smallest nation 

outside of Vatican City — even 
smaller than New York’s Central 
Park — but there’s nothing small 
about its bank balances. One 
resident in three is a millionaire. 

Residents who are not French 

nationals do not have to pay any 
income, capital gains or capital 
taxes. Inheritance tax is zero for 
spouses and children and very low 
for others. With 300 sunny days a 
year, tourism accounts for around 
15 per cent of the annual revenue, 
and it’s been a popular destination 
for wealthy visitors since the

Monte Carlo Casino opened in the 
1860s. 

Personal income tax was 
abolished in 1869 as a result of the 
casino's success. There's plenty of 
money to be made from Monaco's 
Port Hercule, one of the world's 
most expensive marinas, where it 
can cost around £70,000 a month 
to moor your superyacht. 

It also funds itself through 
revenue from monopolies, a value 
added tax of 20 per cent, stamp 
duties on documents, a tax on the 
profits of certain companies, and 
transfer duties. Residents pay

Lives remembered 


Spirited TV

ITH his exuberant manner 
and insatiable desire for 
knowledge, Dr Michael 
Mosley became one of 
Britain's most trusted 
names on diet, fitness 
and wellbeing. Driven by a pre- 
occupation with longevity and 
healthy living — he was determined 
to reverse the Type 2 diabetes he 
developed in 2012 and which had 
contributed to his father's death at 
74 — Mosley delighted in pushing 
scientific boundaries and enthusing 
audiences with his discoveries. 

The broadcaster, writer and 
podcaster became a disciple of 
intermittent fasting after learning 
about the benefits of the 5:2 diet for 
the 2012 BBC Horizon programme 
Eat, Fast And Live Longer. 

He wrote a follow-up book with 
journalist Mimi Spencer, subsequently 
championing the Fast 800 diet, 
which combines fasting with a 
ketogenic diet that is high in fats 
and low in carbohydrates. 

No idea was considered too 
wacky or dangerous, with Mosley 
swallowing tapeworms to monitor 
the parasites’ effects on his body 
and injecting snake venom to see 
how it would clot his blood.

Alice Munro 
Author 


BORN JULY 10, 1931 
= DIED MAY 13, 2024 AGED 92 


CANADIAN Alice Munro was 
considered a master of the 
short story form. The winner 
of the 2013 Nobel Prize in 
Literature was likened to 
Anton Chekhov during her six 
decades of writing for her 
concise prose and insight into 
the human condition. 

Munro set most of her 
stories, often about woman- 
hood and relationships, in 
rural Ontario, publishing 13 
collections of stories and the 
novel Lives Of Girls And 
Women. 

She won the Man Booker 
International Prize in 2009 for 
her life’s work. Her final 
collection of stories, Dear 
Life, was published in 2012. 

Munro died after suffering 
with dementia for 12 years. 
She is survived by her three 
daughters by her first 
marriage to James Munro. 

Her second husband, 
Gerald Fremlin, died in 2013. 


Michael Mosley 


Doctor and broadcaster 


BORN MARCH 22, 1957 
= DIED JUNE 5, 2024, AGED 67

Mosley had designs on becoming 
a psychiatrist until he realised “how 
little could really be done for 
people with mental illness".

In 1985, he successfully applied for 
a BBC trainee assistant producer 
scheme. His first full-length project 
was 1994 Horizon documentary 
Ulcer Wars, in which Dr Barry 
Marshall infected himself with an 
ulcer to prove they were caused by 
an infection, not stress. It was the 
inspiration for Mosley’s gonzo-style 
investigations and he then turned 


presenter on many shows including 
the BBC’s Trust Me, I’m A Doctor. 

Mosley was reported missing on 
the Greek island of Symi where he 
collapsed after walking in extreme 
heat. An initial inquest determined 
he died of natural causes. 

He is survived by Clare and 
their four children Alex, Jack, Dan 
and Kate. 


Law legend batted away critics 


HIGH-profile judge Sir Oliver 
Popplewell presided over the libel 
case brought by Jonathan Aitken 
against The Guardian newspaper 
which eventually led to the former 
minister’s imprisonment for perjury. 

The Guardian, opposed to 
Popplewell’s decision to conduct 
the case without jury, claimed that 
during the trial he had fallen asleep 
—an allegation he always denied. 

But it was this rumour that led to 
the senior judge of the Queen’s 
Bench Division of the High Court 
being immortalised in Private Eye 
as Mr Justice Popplecarrot. 

Popplewell chaired the inquiry 
into the Bradford City stadium fire, 
and was widely reported for asking 
“What is Linford’s lunchbox?” 
when presiding over a case brought 
by athlete Linford Christie. 

A former first-class cricketer, 
Popplewell also served as president 
of the MCC, and after retiring from 
the bench became possibly the 
oldest undergraduate ever to attend 
the University of Oxford, aged 79. 

Oliver Bury Popplewell was born 
to two civil servants and grew up in

he played cricket alongside – and

the Royal Navy, Popplewell began 
studying for the Bar, and took the 
first part of his exams while 
patrolling the Palestinian coast. He 
read law at Cambridge and gained a 
cricketing Blue as part of a team 
featuring five English test players. 

He was called to the bar in 1951, 
took silk in 1959, was appointed 
Recorder of Burton-on-Trent in 
1971 and was elevated to the High 
Court in 1983. 

When his 18-year-old godson 
Stephen Fry ran away with a stolen 
credit card, Popplewell defended 
him and helped cut his jail sentence 
to a matter of months, allowing Fry 
to sit the Cambridge scholarship. 

The judge had five sons with wife 
Margaret. One died in infancy. His 
son Nigel became a cricketer who 
made more than 200 appearances 
for Somerset. Another, Andrew, 
represented Roman Abramovich 
against Boris Berezovsky, and 
became a Lord Justice of the Court 
of Appeal. 

After Margaret died Popplewell 
wed Dame Elizabeth Gloster, who 
survives him along with his sons. 


Francoise Hardy 


Singer-songwriter 


BORN JANUARY 17, 1944 
= DIED JUNE 11, 2024, AGED 80 


FRANÇOISE Hardy's 
beauty and self-penned 
melancholic songs made 
her the standout star of 
France’s yé-yé (yeah-yeah) 
pop movement, a style 
inspired by 1960s British 
and American artists. 

After her international 
breakthrough in 1962 with 
Tous Les Garcons Et Les 
Filles (All The Girls And 
Boys), she had hits with 
Mon Amie La Rose (My 
Friend The Rose) and 
Comment Te Dire Adieu (It 
Hurts To Say Goodbye). 

Hardy’s sad melodies 
and shyness gave her an 
air of mystery and stars 
were besotted with her. 
She was considered Bob 
Dylan’s muse, David Bowie 
was “passionately in love 
with her” and Mick Jagger 
called her his ideal woman. 

She collaborated with 
various artists, including 
Blur and Iggy Pop, and last 
year Rolling Stone ranked 
her at No.162 on its list of 
the 200 Greatest Singers of 
All Time. 


Chanteuse: Francoise 


Francoise Madeleine Hardy 
was born in Paris. Her 
mother, an accountant, had 
two daughters with married 
lover Etienne Dillard. He 
had little contact with 
Francoise and her sister 
Michele, who developed 
schizophrenia and took her 
own life in 2004. 

Hardy's childhood was 
unhappy. She felt the 
stigma of her mother's 
single parenthood at her 
Catholic school, and later 
attributed this to lifelong 
feelings of insecurity. 

Her fortunes changed 
when she was 16. She was 
given a guitar, and began 
writing the wistful lyrics for 
which she became known. 

The singer signed a 
record contract in 1961 and 
represented France at the 
1963 Eurovision Song 
Contest, finishing fifth.

She died after battling 
laryngeal cancer and is 
survived by husband 
Jacques Dutronc, from 
whom she was separated, 
and their son Thomas.

ICHAEL Day’s typically non-stop 
morning is one almost every full- 
time parent will relate to. “I was up 
at seven in order to get the children 
dressed, which is a battle in itself,” 
he tells me from his home in Sandy, 
Bedfordshire. “Then we have breakfast and I 
give Zeb his meds. Then we leave for school. 

“Т drop Elodie at nursery, Isaiah at school 
and then take Zeb to his parents-and-tots 
group. I stay with him for that session, then I 
might get five minutes for a coffee before 
going home, but only if Zeb and I don’t have 
any more medical appointments. Then, before 
you know it, the school pick-up run begins.” 

The former locksmith stays at home to look 
after his three children – including two-year- 
old Zeb who was born with an extra vessel in 
his heart and has complex medical needs — 
while his wife Jordan works full-time as a 
nursery school practitioner. 

So far, so familiar, you might think. After all, 
the number of stay-at-home dads in the UK 
has leapt by a third since before the pandemic. 
One in nine stay-at-home parents are now 
fathers — up from one in 14 in 2019, according 
to Office for National Statistics data. The num- 
ber of dads who had left the workforce to look 
after their family rose by a 
third over the same period. 

Yet, though being a stay- 
at-home dad is increasingly 
common in 21st-century 
Britain, Michael believes it is 
still looked down upon. 

And, speaking ahead of 
Father’s Day tomorrow, the 
31-year-old tells why his own 
position as a dad somehow 
saw him sidelined in the eyes 
of some medical practitioners 
after youngest child Zeb's 
birth nearly three years ago. 

“It’s tough, as it's still, gen- 
uinely, seen as a bit odd to be 
the primary parent," Michael 
admits. “But my advice to 
other men in the same situa- 
tion is just to plough on. 
You're doing the right thing. 
You’re doing it for your child. 

“Sometimes I really don’t 
want to be the only bloke in a 
parent-and-child group. I stick 
out like a sore thumb. But as 
long as Zeb is having a good 
time, it’s worth it. And that’s 
the thing you have to think 
about before anything else. 

“But it’s sad that, in 2024, as 
a society, it’s still considered a 
bit weird that dad stays at 
home. Ра love it to be more 
normalised.” 

The couple had no inkling 
anything was wrong with their 
youngest son until they were 
due to find out his sex. 

“Because of Covid I was 
waiting outside until I was 
asked to suddenly come in - I 
knew instantly something was 
wrong," recalls Michael. 

"Ihe sonographer said our 
baby boy had an extra vessel in 
his heart. 

*We didn't know what that actually meant, 
and I remember feeling confused and scared – 
for me, my wife, and our unborn baby.” 

Michael and Jordan were told their unborn 
son had been diagnosed with TAPVD, which 
stands for Total Anomalous Pulmonary Venous 
Drainage. They were warned there was a high 
chance of him not surviving long after birth. 
So, rather than preparing to bring their son 
home, the couple were heartbreakingly put- 
ting plans in place for a funeral. 

*We were preparing ourselves for the worst 
whilst hoping for the best,” Michael says. “The 
whole time, I felt the pull between the support 
I knew my wife needed and the time my chil-

dren needed at home. I didn't have time to 
think about my own feelings." 

Zeb - full name Zebulan - was subse- 
quently born by C-section and the next ten 
weeks was a whirlwind of tests, procedures, 
and separate heart and brain surgeries. 

*He didn't know life outside the hospital 
walls," says Michael. *It was chaos and, look- 
ing back, I don't know how I managed to 
stretch myself in so many ways for everyone 
that needed me. But as a husband and a father, 
that's what we ‘have’ to do, right?" 

Amid the confusion and worry, Michael 
began to feel he was being sidelined in any 
discussions about Zeb's condition with doc- 
tors, nurses, consultants and surgeons. Far 


ah 


from being treated as the father of 
a desperately sick child, Michael 
increasingly had the sensation of 
being an invisible man. 

“I don't think it was a deliberate 
marginalisation from doctors and 
surgeons," he says. *I think they 
did it without realising. I remember that Га 
taken Zeb to Great Ormond Street for an MRI 
scan. Everyone there seemed to be fine. 

“I felt Га just signed Zeb's life away by 
accepting the risks they told me were poten- 
tial consequences of the general anaesthetic 
they had to give Zeb. Then Jordan arrived and 
I was immediately completely ignored." 

Michael's calm, quiet demeanour is immedi- 
ately apparent when speaking to him. Perhaps 
this accounts for the willingness of medics to 
address Zeb's mother rather than him? 

But it increasingly made him feel as though 
his presence and voice didn't count. “I didn't 
speak up. In that sort of situation, I was just 
sort of shocked. I asked myself, ‘Why am I 
now invisible?’ I try not to cause confronta- 


tion so, at first, my attitude was, ‘It is what it is. 
I must accept I’m second place’,” he sighs. “In 


my head it was easier to just accept it." 


ODAY Michael understands there are 

reasons why questions about Zeb and 

how the family was coping were 
directed at his wife. But, as a dad, he felt shut 
out – like his voice didn't matter. 

He admits there never was a moment he 
“broke” and began to fight back, although he 
did find an outlet for his feelings by confiding 
in Zeb's dedicated complex care nurse, who 
was shocked at his experience. 

*She checks in with us whenever Zeb has 
had an [hospital] admission and, on one occa- 
sion, I told her I was fed up,” says Michael. 

“It had been a week of Zeb being in hospi- 
tal, I had been cold-shouldered by doctors and 
she was quite shocked to find that this is still 
happening, even today, to fathers. She ended

up taking my thoughts to the chief nurse of 
her hospital trust to raise awareness." 

Michael's desire to be heard as Zeb's father 
was finally realised when the family began 
working with Keech Hospice Care, which pro- 
vides specialist support for children and adults 
living with lifelong medical conditions. 

“Initially, the word ‘hospice’ filled me with 
dread, but I soon discovered that Keech was 
not just a place for the end,” he said. 

“Its a sanctuary, a place where we can relax 
as a family and feel comfortable with our sur- 
roundings. Their philosophy is that Zeb isn't 
just our patient but the whole family is under 
their care. I see other dads there and there is 
just a whole family dynamic." 

With Zeb now nearly three years old and in 
his father's daily care, Michael is now facing 
the stigma, familiar to many stay-at-home 
fathers, of being one of the only men at the 
school gates or at playgroups. 

Yet he relates, with understandable pride, 
that Zeb is now well enough to go to a main- 
stream nursery this September. It will be the 


ae 


first time Zeb will be left without Michael in a 
non-clinical environment. 

Zeb’s heart surgeons are happy with his pro- 
gress, but his long-term prognosis is still rela- 
tively unknown. “It’s slow and steady wins the 
race,” adds Michael. 

A lover of musical toys and playing with his 
older brother and sister, the little boy’s 
strength and courage seems to mirror that of 
Michael, who urges other men to speak up in 
order to avoid being made to feel that fathers 
are only of secondary importance when it 
comes to their children’s health. 

“Hindsight is a wonderful thing,” Michael 
concludes ahead of Father’s Day tomorrow. 

“I wish Га spoken up earlier. Zeb’s care is so 
important and, as his father, I know how help- 
ful it is now to be more vocal. All fathers 
should be saying, ‘I am here. I do matter’. As 
fathers we need to be listened to.”

I don't think it's malicious in any way but the medical 
profession needs to understand the importance of both 
parents to children with medical needs.

Done properly, 
а deadheading 
session brings 
endless rewards 


here is something depressing about 
the thought of “deadheading”. Perhaps 
the fault lies in the name. But when it 
comes to pottering about in the 
garden it's one ofthe more pleasurable 
pursuits, and one ofthe most worthwhile. 
Deadheading involves the removal of 
faded flowers from shrubs and border 
perennials. Not only will it make the garden 
look a darned sight tidier, it also encourages 
many plants to produce a second flush of 
flowers. 
With plants, continuation ofthe species is 
their sole aim in life, so they regard the 


quite so far is thinner, will not have the same 
energy and fewer flowers will 
appear, even though they may 
appear faster. 
Delphiniums and lupins cannot 
be guaranteed to produce a second 
flush as large and generous as the 
first, but even they may produce 
smaller spires of flower if dead- 
headed, rather than spending 
energy producing seeds on ugly 
spires of green pods surrounded by 
desiccated petals. 
Giving the plants a good feed is useful at 
this stage. A generous sprinkling of blood,

fish and bone, or rose fertiliser, will give 
them energy after a spring that 
had its fair share of rain to wash 
out soil nutrients. 

Even bedding plants (aside from 
those with the tiniest blooms) will 
benefit from being picked over to 
relieve them of faded flowers. A 
weekly dose of dilute liquid 
tomato feed can be given to all 
plants in containers, be they pots, 
troughs, window boxes or baskets, 

to keep them in fine fettle. 
So do your bit to keep them coming right 
through the summer. 


Achillea 


A cultivated relative ofthe feathery-leaved weed 
yarrow, border varieties of achillea are spectacular, 
with large, flat-topped saucer-shaped heads of 
flowers in yellow, red or pink growing on 3-4ft tall 
stems and delicate ferny foliage. They have along 
flowering season from June to September, and 
make superb cut flowers, but they can also be 
dried. The best known cultivars are "Cloth of 
Gold" (pale yellow), “Fanal” (red) and “Cerise 
Queen’ (shocking pink), but perhaps the most 
spectacular is the giant “Gold Plate’, which stands 
5ft tall with bold yellow heads of flower. 

Easy to grow and reliable, achillea thrives in 
any reasonable garden soil, in full sun, and 
doesnt suffer as badly in a dry summer as many 
traditional perennials.

While they are looking for the perfect bloom with 
every petal just-so, no nibbled leaves and a long, 
straight stem that'll look just right in a vase you know 
very well that they'll take everything suitable within 
easy reach, leaving you with butchered borders. 

A bit of care minimises the impact on appearances 


production of seeds as their primary 
reason for being. Snip off flowers before 
seeds have a chance to form and the 
plant knows it has not fulfilled its 
destiny. Result? More flowers. Neat, eh? 

With repeat-flowering roses, don't 
content yourself with the removal of 
each faded flower. 

Once the entire cluster has faded, cut back 
the shoot that carried them by six or nine 
inches to where the stem is of pencil 
thickness. Cutting back this far ensures a 
more vigorous second flowering shoot will 
emerge from the bud in the angle of the leaf 
you cut above. A stem that isn’t cut back 


and encourages plants to be more prolific. It also does 
wonders for domestic harmony. 

Before cutting, stop, look and check out all the 
likely blooms. For longest vase life they should be 
freshly opened and not quite fully out, with no 
imperfections on petals or foliage and with stems of a 
suitable length. 

They don't always have to be long or entirely 
straight, it just depends on the style of arrangement 
and shape of the vase. 

Look all round the plant and try to choose a 
suitable flower round the back where a small gap 
won't show. Don't cut a whole bunch from the same 
plant, instead thin out several plants. And stop when 
you've cut as much as you need.

seemed like a sensible option. 
An electric range adequate for 
most daily commutes, school 
runs and shopping trips yet equipped 
with a petrol engine for a holiday at 
the other side of the country.

LUKA MODRIC has warned 
Europe's big guns that Croatia 
are not at Euro 2024 just to 
make up the numbers. 

As a serial collector of titles in 
the Champions League, the Real 
Madrid man knows a thing or two 
about winning. 

And when the 38-year-old 
senses his country are being over- 
looked, he does not mind making 
his feelings clear.

Euro 1960 Semi-final: Parc des 
Princes, Paris, Wednesday July 6 
THE first European Cham- 
pionship was something of 
an experiment but it threw 
up one of the greatest 
matches in the 
competition's history. 
Everything was in place for 

France and it was hard to 
argue a case against the host 
nation lifting the trophy. After 


all, it was a Frenchman who 
had come up with the idea of 
a championship between 
countries some 40 years 
earlier. 

Football administrator 
Henri Delaunay had the idea 
in the 1920s but, with the 
Second World War and 
political upheaval, it wasn't 
until 1960 that his plan was 
realised. The Henri Delaunay 
Trophy was named in honour 
of the founding father of the 


THE 
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tournament and is still played 
for to this day. 

The fact that most of the 
UEFA power-brokers were 
French also seemed compel- 
ling enough reason to stage the 
inaugural event in Paris. 

Some of today’s footballing 
giants didnt sign up for the 
event – England, West Ger- 
many and Italy all declining, in 
a move that seemed reminis- 
cent of clubs who chose to ig- 
nore the European Cup when 
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it started some five years ear- 
lier. Imagine clubs or countries 
choosing not to enter now. 

By the time a series of 1960 
qualification games were done, 
it left the hosts in one 
semi-final against Yugoslavia 
while Russia took on Czecho- 
slovakia in the other. So the 
pressure was on France. 

They had dazzled at the 
1958 World Cup, finishing 
third, and a crowd of just over 
26,000 attended the first 


European Championship 
semi-final. 

All seemed to be going to 
plan when Les Bleus recovered 
from an early setback to put 
their stamp on the game. 

Within a minute of Milan 
Galic firing the Slavs ahead 11 
minutes into the game, Jean 
Vincent pegged them back and 
a second goal from Francois 
Huette sent them in 2-1 up at 
the break. Early in the second 
half France went 3-1 up only to 


concede another but Huettes 
second goal took France into 
the final 15 minutes 4-2 up. 

Some ofthe home fans were 
already making their way out 
ofthe stadium when Tomislav 
Knez grabbed a goal back and 
those that stayed must have 
left in a daze as Drazan Jerko- 
vic floored them with two 
goals inside a minute. 

Three goals in four minutes 
sent the French out and the 
Yugoslavs to the final. 
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
